Lt. Gen . Lewis B. Hcrshey , 74-y ear« >ld boss of 
Selectiv e Serv ice, is bein g referred to as “con ­ 
trov ersial” becau se be wan ts to call u p y ou n g 
men makin g it kn own they are opposed to the 
Vietn am War. 
This wou ld make the draft an in stru men t of 
pu n ishmen t for free speech an d free thou g ht. 
That n ev er was the in ten tion of Selectiv e Serv ­ 
ice. The in ten tion was the other way arou n d — 
to make military serv ice equ itable. 
It on ce was feared that war wou ld skim off 
the best of the n ation ’s y ou n g men , who wou ld 
be first to v olu n teer, u n less some dev ice cou ld 
be fcu n d to call u p all y ou n g men . The orig in al 
lottery dev ice is lon g g on e from Selectiv e Serv ­ 
ice. Local draft boards hav e a wide ran g e of 
ju dg men t an d flex ibility . They mu st look after 
the n ation al in terest in decidin g who shou ld be 
called u p. 
Doin g this has cau sed stu den ts to be deferred 
often er than an y ether g rou p of y ou n g men .

ADA for sev eral reason s. He is pro-John son . He 
is opposed to the ADA drift to a peace ticket. 
An d he believ es that ADA n o len g er reflects 
an y thin g bu t a han dfu l of Ken n edy operativ es. 
If all the labor people pu ll ou t of the ADA, 
say s an other labor chief here, it will be “all 
g en erals an d n o troops.” It has v irtu ally n o 
membership an d is all facade, he say s. Bu t it 
has traded on its repu tation as the spiritu al cen ­ 
ter cf the lan d’s liberal - labor coalition . 


Withou t labor su pport the ADA, amon g whose 
n ew board members is Ju lian Bon d, the Georg ia 
state leg islator, wou ld hav e to pan for g old. The 
u n ion people, who hav e been edg ed in to a mi­ 
n ority ov er the past few y ears, hav e con tribu ted 
between 35 an d 40 per cen t of ADA’s bu dg et. 
Most of the u n ion con tribu tion s hav e been or 
shortly will be cu t off. 


‘WE’RE TIRED OF seein g Bob Ken n edy ’s 
men u se ADA as a f rn t,” said on e of the an ti- 
ADA labor men here. “His people test thin g s 
ou t. Joe Rau h bou n ces arou n d the lan d makin g 
speeches directly warn in g that there will be 
riots an d mass u pheav als if John son doesn ’t 
qu it or is ren omin ated.

Not all the an ti-Ken n edy sen timen t is in the 
an ti-ADA cau cu s here. It’s all ov er the thou ­ 
san ds of deleg ates an d v isitors — with the ex ­ 
ception of a han dfu l of men led by officials of 
the late Sidn ey Hillman ’s Amalg amated (men ’s) 
Clothin g Wcrkers. 


Hu n dreds of deleg ates, for ex ample, cheered 
the Seafarers’ presiden t. Pau l Hall, who is also 
an AFL-CIO n ation al v ice presiden t, when he 
slashed at Ken n edy with: 
’If the Sen ator from New York wou ld qu it 
pu ttin g his fin g er in the win d to test the cold 
an d try to act accordin g ly with his political 
ambition s an d stop sen din g his hu n tin g dog 1. 
McCarthy , from Min n esota ou t to bite an d sn iff 
an d sn ap at ev ery body , then I thin k that it 
wou ld be better for him an d we all wou ld be in 
a better position in this cou n try as well.” 
Those are stron g words. They come tom a 
stron g man . 
They reflect the v iew of a stron g political ma­ 
chin e, AFL-CIO’s Committee on Political Edu ca­ 
tion (COPE). It is stron g ly operativ e in hu n ­ 
dreds of major cities which Bob Ken n edy mu st 
take If ev er he ru n s for n ation al—or state office.

Larg e in stitu tion s in the lon g ru n hav e a way 
of reassertin g their au th rity ov er the men who 
ru n them. For a while, a determin ed man may 
hav e his will, an d he may , du rin g his ten u re in ­ 
stitu te sy stems that will chan g e the in stitu tion . 
Bu t the in stitu tion weaken s su ch a man an d 
tu rn s back on his chan g es. 
This action is slowed down , bu t n ot stopped, 
when on e “stron g ” man is followed cy an other 
It is u n u su al that a stron g man follows a stron g 
man . 
It is therefore best to bet on the in stitu tion . 
By this reason in g , the followin g chan g es are 
likely in the Pen tag on reg ardless of the man 
who follows McNamara: 
1—More deleg ation of au th:rity an d decision 
makin g will come. Men down the lin e will g et 
more chan ce at respon sibility . 
2—Morale will g o u p. The operation will be­ 
come a little sloppier.

5—There will be less ten den cy to equ ate hon 
est differen ce of opin ion in the serv ices with dis­ 
loy alty to the chief, less in tern al sy pin g on what 
officials are say in g priv ately . As a resu lt, offi­ 
cials who disag ree wito the secretary of defen se 
w'-n ’t be lookin g ov er their shou lders while they 
work. 
6—Pen tag on officials will hav e more time to 
mov e ahead on positiv e prog rams in stead of 
bein g embroiled in the “tu rbu lan ce” brou g ht 
abou t by con stan t reorg an izin g . 
7—S:me McNamara reorg an ization s may fall 
apart. These hav e been held tog ether in n ame 
on ly by his in sisten ce. 
&— A step-u p in basic an d state-of-the-art re­ 
search. 
9 —Greater receptiv ity is likely to adoptin g 
n ew sy stems—su ch as Polaris (a pre-McNa­ 
mara decision ) an d a n u clear Nav y (which 
McNamara has drag g ed his feet on )—with 
g reater speed. 
16—A ten den cy to adopt a g reater v ariety of 
weapon s sy stems, each to backstop the other. 
The n ew men will n ot likely be so certain as 
McNamara that they are dead rig ht in the sy s­ 
tems chosen an d assu me that in a war it’s im­ 
possible to predict ex actly what will happen or 
which weapon will fail to do the job ex pected of 
it. 
McNamara an d his immediate predecessors 
hav e made some v ital chan g es in the Pen tag on . 
The most importan t of these—u n ification of ma­ 
jor serv ices, u n ification of the bu dg et, sy stems 
an aly sis, compu terization of some importan t 
fu n cti'n s an d cost effectiv en ess in its tru e sen se 
of g ettin g the most for the dollar—hav e been 
the resu lt of hard-fou g ht chan g es which beg an 
with James Forrestal an d con tin u ed down 
throu g h Charles Wilson , Thomas Gates an d, fi­ 
n ally , McNamara. 
McNamara’s g en iu s has n ot been in con ceiv ­ 
in g n ew ideas or way s of doin g thin g s bu t in his 
salesman ship an d his driv e to pu t ideas in to ef­ 
fect. He took con cepts beg u n by his predeces­ 
sors an d whipped them throu g h. 
McNamara has had the effect of a stron g pu r­ 
g ativ e. He has g u tted ou t mu sty ideas an d obso­ 
lete way s of doin g thin g s that ev ery on e recog ­ 
n ized as bein g wron g bu t most men dared tou ch 
on ly chip by chip.
